Strangely enough, there was a 
German officer in the Calliope at 
the time. The weather was too 
bad for him to get to his own 
ship, and so he was taken down 
to Sydney with them. When he 
got there he was so pleased with 
the seamanship of the English 
that he went ashore and had a 
claret jug made and suitably in- 
scribed, which he gave to the of. 
ficers’ mess. The jug was not 
the property of the ship but of 
the officers, and so when the 
Calllope came home to pay off 
they cast lots for the jug, and my 
father won it. I am proud to 
say that it stands on my chiffon- 
fer at home, 

There is another Island that I 
would like to visit. Not many 
people have been there. It is 
only seventy square miles in ar- 
ea, and is the outpost of Poly- 
nesia ta the east. On April 6, 
1722, a Dutch admiral named 
Ropenbein discovered it; As it 
happened to be Easter Sunday, 
he called {t Easter Island. But, 
small as it is, nd place on, earth 
as aroused so much controversy 
and wrangling. 

It is 2,500 miles from any maine 
land and 1,700 miles from its 
nearest neighbor; yet on this ts- 
olated spot there once stood over 
a thousand gruesome statues, all 
gazing with sightless eyes across 
the vast waters of the Pacific. 
No one knows who put them 
there, or what they represent. 
‘They are all quarried from the 
crater of an extinct volcano and, 
strangely enough, they all have 
the same type of face. But, be- 
Neve me,. there is not a happy 
expression among the whole lot 
of them. Some are snarling, 
some scowling, . some _ lee: 
some sneering; all of them look 
horrid, Most of them are ly- 
ing, half-buried, but, even to- 
day, there are nearly 300 of them 
standing among coarse grass, 
This island is rightly called the 
“Riddle of the Pacific.”. Some 
scientists say that these statues 
are thousands of years old, but T 
should put their age at not more 
than 400 years. The people there 
today know nothing about them. 


Perhaps I have time to recall 
a visit to another famous island 
in the Pacific. It is called Juan 
Fernandez, but, it 1s famous un. 
der another name—Robinson Ca- 
rusoe’s Island, In the year 1707, 
a ship called there and marooned 
one'of the.crew. The man was 
Alexander Selkirk.. He had mu- 
tinjed inasmuch as he had refus- 
ed to carry out the orders of the 
master. In those days, the pun- 
ishment was to be elther marcon- 
ed or hanged; go he chose being 
marooned. 
He was lahded on the island 
with some powder and shot and 
a few necessities of life. and he|~ 
fully expected that am English 
ship would visit the island in a 
month or two, and that he would 
be taken back to England. © Act- 
ually, he was there for four years 
and seven months before a Brit- 
ish ship appeared; and when she

Nictoria; June 14 (CP) — A 
mass-march on Victoria, capital 
of British Columbla, started car- 
ly today as several ~ thousand

‘to all householders, Order No. Coal 25 has been issued. ‘This order covers the distri- 
bution to doméstic consumers in Ontario, Quebec and the Maritime Provinces, and 


restricts use of coals of domestic quality by larger consumers. The most important
